REMARKS 

Reconsideration of this application, in view of the amendment, is respectfully requested. 
In accord with 37 C.F.R. § 1.121, the proposed amendment to the claims and a complete listing 
of all claims in the application begin on a separate sheet to facilitate separate indexing and 
electronic scanning of the amendment for placement in an e-file wrapper. Only the claim number 
and status indicate the canceled claims. The amendment adds no new matter into the application.

At the outset, Applicants gratefully acknowledge that the Examiner has generously 
withdrawn most of the rejections of record as set forth on pages 2 and 3 of the Office action. 

Turning to the single rejection being maintained, the Examiner continues to 
provisionally reject Claims 10^12 and 14-17 under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over Claims 14-18 of Application No. 


10/150,597, now U.S. Patent No. 7,018,638 B2, for reasons of record. Although Applicants
